“MURDER OF MOTHER? 
SON'S ARREST IN COUNTRY 
_ _ VICARAGE,

The account of Mrs. Merrett’s death, 
which was supplied to the Edinburgh 
police at the time, was that’she was

The various reports of the Olympia 
Show for Motor Cycles which arrived by 
the -last mail enabled us to realise the 
general trend of motor-cycle design. 


_ Although there was a slight decrease 
in tho number of manufacturers exhibit- 
ing--a total of 48 as compared with 51 at 
the last: Show—there was an increaso in 
the number of. models, 


At there recent Show, there were 359 
different models as compared with 30+ 
last. year. The general tendeaey is for 
the manufacturer of the machine to make 
his own engine instead of purchasing 
somo well known make of engine. .In- 
deed there seems ta be a likelihood that 
the motor-cycle of ao few years hence will 
always be built throughout by the firm, 
that gives its mame to. the machine. _. 

That, of course, is only in keeping with 
the genetal tendency’ of all industries and 
especially those connected with engineer- 


ing. o 
INDIVIDUALISTS. 


The early makers of motor cycles were 
the men who had built up a business con- 
nected with cycles and the repair of 
pedal machines, , 

They. were mechanics—some of them 
not very well trained mechanics, perhaps. 
They did, however, possess a small busi- 
ness which gave them .2'great incentive 
to work overtime. They knew that what- 
ever energy they“put into their business 
was likely to react entirely ia their own 
favour me 
‘ They were not well trained in modern 
theories of “economics but they greatly 
appreciated the fact that they were their 
own, masters, : 2A 


They were almost o Jast survival of 
those early Victorian ‘individualists, such 
as Whitworth, Armstrong, and’ others, 
who, by reason of great energy and con: 
centration, had built up, large firms which 
finally grew naturally enough into limited 
ahility companies. Those firms hecame 
too big for one man management. 


MASS PRODUCTION. 


In the motor-car industry Henry Ford 
demonstrated. that mass productign led 


.to cheapness’ of the “finished product. 


The individualists did- not welcome the 
idéa of mass-production, but if. is useless 
to argue against facts that are plain for 
all to see. ; ” 


It seems inevitable that the motor-cycle 
industry ‘will. pass through the same 
phases of evolution as the, motor-car in- 
dustry has done.:.The iron law of the 
survival of the fittest’ will eliminate 
smaller firms. It is not unlikely that 
there wil] be amalgamations and scicnti- 
fic sales organisation, etc., as has happen- 
ed in other branches of the engineering 
industry. In the end the consumer beae- 
fits:so he cannot properly complain. We 
may reasonably expect .either cheaper 
motor-cycles. or better machines for the 
same: money.
